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Possibility of Supreme Court Turning
Down Direct Primary Law,

OLYMPLA, Oct. 20.<1f au action to
be brought in the supreme court within
the next week to invalidate the new
direct primary law of the state is sue-
citsgiul, Governor Mead will at once call
n spocinl session of the legislature to
pass a4 new law Lo meet the requirements
of the deécision of the supreme court.

While no official announcement has
leen made by the governor to this ef-
foet, close friends quote him freely to
that effect, and wdmit having talked
with him on the subject,

One phase of the primary law-—that
requiring candidates for salaried officos
to pay a fee—was before the superior
court of Thurston ecounty yesterday.
Judge Linn pointed out to Attorney
Gordon Mackay, who attacked the law
on this point, that bhe wus practically
for and against the constitutionality of
the law in this case, and it was then
agreed that proceedings should be com-
menced which would bring before the
court the entire act.

Judge Linn held in favor of the law
on the point raised, and announced that
he would hold the same way when the
other questions should be presented to
him today. He explained this in ad-
vance, saying that in such large ques-
tions as this, when the case was cer
tain to be taken to the supreme court,
he thought it well for the lower courts
to hold the law constitutional, leaving
it to the supreme court to setile.

Proceedings in mandamus will be be-
gun today and Attorney Mackay hopes
to have the record in the supreme eourt
on appeal within one week,

I'he strong point relied wpon by At
torney Mackay is the alleged defective
title of the primary cleetion law. He
argues that the law in efect elects su-
preme and superior court judges, in that
the names of only the men who are
nominated are to be printed on the elee
tive ballots, This, in practical work.
ings, elects the judgea at the September
primaries, as there will be no names of
opposition judicial candidates on the No-
vember ballots. The attoruey general
will appear in the supreme court in de-
fense of the law. :
